In one of my revival meetings 
a lady came up to me after the 
service to tell me how much she 
and her husband had appreciated 
THE SWORD OF THE LorRD during 
the past five years.

In 1959 the annual meeting was 
at Salem Baptist Church at Win- 
ston-Salem. 


The 1960 meeting will be held at 
the Highland Park Baptist 
Church, Chattanooga, Dr. Lee 
Roberson, pastor.. The meeting 
date is always on the Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday after 
Thanksgiving, which this year will 


.be November 28, 29, and 30. 


The Southern Baptist -Fellow- 
ship is distinctly a fellowship, not 
a convention, not a denomination. 
The term “Southern Baptist” is 
used because it is a fellowship of 
Baptists principally in the South 
and because the Fellowship is 
Baptist, and does not refer to any 
official connection with the South- 
ern Baptist Convention Actually 
there are many Baptist groups 
represented in the South, and 
among them fundamental, premil- 
lennial, soul-winning Baptists are 
included who are Southern Bap- 
tists, Conservative Baptists, Bible 
Baptists, Missionary Baptists, and 
independent Baptists.

A Modernist 
Preacher Saved 


A few months ago an article un- 
der the above heading in THES 
SWORD OF THE LORD gave the re- 
'markable, heart-warming story by 
Rev. Carl Woodbury, pastor of 
Community Baptist Church, 
Brookneal, Virginia, of how he 
joined the church without being 
saved, went to Baptist schools 
(Mars Hill College, Wake Forest 
College, Crozer Seminary).

Work is néaring completion on 
@ new Science Building on the 
campus of Bob Jones University 
in Greenville, South Carolina. Dr. 
Bob Jones, Jr., president, has an- 
nounced that the new facilities 
will be ready for use at the open- 
ing of the fall semester. 


Housed in the new building will 
be the classrooms, laboratories, 
and offices for the Departments 
of the Natural Sciences and Home 
Economics. The existing facilities 
of these departments will be re- 
leased for use by the students of 
Bob Jones Academy. 

The exterior of the fire-proof 
structure is built of cream brick 
similar to that used in the other 
University buildings. Decorative 
ceramic panels at the main en- 
trance lend interest. 

A planetarium dome, thirty feet 
in diameter, forms the hub of the 
three-winged structure which is 


heaver Auditorium, facing south 
toward the new gymnasium. A pie- 
shaped segment between two of 
the wings contains three lecture 
amphitheaters, which will be 
equipped for demonstrations and 
motion-picture and. slide projec- 
tion.

The home economics wing con- 
tains large rooms for the teaching 
of home nursing, home furnish- 
ings, and clothing construction. 
The spacious foods laboratory will 
contain multiple kitchen units and 
a complete demonstration kitchen, 
and will open into dining and 
living rooms. 

At informal ground breaking 
ceremonies last fall, Dr. Bob 
Jones, Sr., founder of the Univer- 
sity, re-stated the University’s 
Christian concept of the teaching 
of science. “The Bible was never 
intended to teach men science, but 
the Bible is scientifically correct,” 
he said. “There are no scientific 
errors in the Bible, but unregen- 
erate scientists, like all other un- 
regenerate men, cannot apprehend 
spiritual values. 


“Bob Jéfies University has 
academic standards as high as 
those of any other school in this 
country,’ he continued.

‘THE Gop oF HATE

There are some subjects that we 
preachers avoid—usualty at God’s 
expense! That is why I choose just 
now the subject, “The God of love 
is the God of hate”! 

I do not want to shock you, 
but to stir you to see a very 
much neglected truth — the holy 
hatred with which God views 
every form and degree of sin, In 
fact, I will go even further and 
say that you cannot fully appre- 
ciate the love of God in our Lord 
Jesus Christ toward sinners until 
you apprehend the holy hatred 
of God toward sin. 

While I was attending Seminary 
in Dallas, Texas, we learned to 
challenge the statements that men 
made by asking the very simple 
question — “passage and verse?” 
We meant by asking this, “Where 
is it found in the Word of God?” 

There are ‘at least ten such pas- 
sages. Here are samples — one 
from the Old Testament and one 
from the New. In Amos 5:21, you 
will read where God states, “I 
hate, I despise your feasts, and I

will take no delight in your 
solemn assemblies.” And Hebrews 
1:9, speaking of tthe Lord Jesus 
Christ as God, declares, “‘thou hast 
loved righteousness, and hated 
iniquity.” So you see that the 
Bible confirms the fact that the 
God of love is the God of hate. 


Men need to know this fact. 
Without a proper view of God’s 
hatred of all ungodliness, you will 
tend to have a distorted view of 
both God and of sin. Someone 
has well said, “He that has light 
views of sin will have light views 
of God.” I am not alone in these 
convictions. 


The great Scottish preacher, 
Dr. Alexander Whyte, was once 
discussing with a church member 
what points should be considered 
in choosing a new minister. Dr. 
Whyte ended by saying with great 
earnestness, “Be ‘sure he is sound 
on sin.” And Bishop Moule stated 
as his conviction that “every 
heresy shows some subtle connec- 
tion with adequate views of the 
exceeding sinfulness of sin.” 


The God of the Bible, the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ is a holy God! Now men 
have robbed God of His holy char- 
acter. They have a mental image of 
the God of the universe as a sort 
of religious Santa Claus or a 
solicitous ‘Salesman of eternity. 
And they lose sight of Him whose 
countenance outshines. the ~-sun. 
God is holy! 

Because He is a holy God, men 
are required .to worship Him in 
the beauty of holiness. Our hearts 
need to be established “unblame- 
able in holiness before our God 
and Father.” 

When you get a proper perspec- 
tive of the terrible and glorious 
holiness of God, you suddenly 
realize there is no such thing as 
“a little sin.” You no longer try 
to distinguish “mortal and venial’”; 
black and white and grey degrees 


of sin. It was just one sin — by 


. 


‘T 


our standards a sin that would be 
called trifling — that wrenched 
the whole human race out of fel- 
lowship with God and drenched 
the pages of history with the 
record of fallen man’s fallen be- 
havior. One act of disobedience 
to God’s revealed will; one step 
on forbidden ground; one “no” 
said to God and one “yes” said 
to Satan was enough to bring 
physical and spiritual death on 
humanity. Are you beginning to 
understand why I must be a herald 
of holiness; a champion of God’s 
character? And why I insist that 
the God of love is the God of hate? 


You can readily see that this 
concept is basic to our view of 
salvation. If I ignore the holy ha- 
tred of God I can devise a “Peter- 
at-the-pearly-gates,” “follow-the- 
Golden-Rule,”’ “pick-yourself-up- 
by-your-own-bootstraps,” “do-the- 
best-you-can” salvation. I can drift 
through life on the smoke-rings 
of self satisfaction. I can treat 
Christianity with a_ take-it-or- 
leave-it attitude that varies with 
moods and circumstances. 


But, when I understand that 
the God of love is the God of 
hate, then I must find bed-rock; 
I must seek and find God’s way; I 
must come to the end of myself, 
my righteousness, my notions, my 
all — and throw open my heart 
to all that God has for me. 

And what does He have? What 
provision has the God of love and 
of hate made?, Let me show it to 
you. Come with me to a place 
called Calvary and we shall under- 
stand. 

How can I describe this sacred 
scene? Look there beyond the pas- 
sing throngs, beyond the soldiers 
and the women, and see upon the 
middle cross the Lord Jesus 
Christ. “Behold the Lamb of God 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” There He hangs as my 
substitute; there He suffers in my 
room and stead; there He who 
knew no sin is made sin for me 
that I might be made the right- 
eousness of God in Him; there 
He dies the Just for the unjust 
that He might bring us to God; 
there He bears our sins in His 
own body on the tree. I see now 
that God’s holy hatred for sin — 
the price of redemption — reveals 
the holiness of God! I see too 
God’s love triumphing as the way 
of righteousness is found to re- 
deem my soul, to make me whole, 
to link me eternally in grace with 
my Saviour and my Lord, Jesus

Smoking

Since many Christians have 
made excuses for their smoking 
by stating that Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon smoked, it is necessary 
to give the following explanation: 

I was a member of the enter- 
tainment committee of the World 
3aptist Alliance in the Baptist 
Temple of Philadelphia .in 1911. 
Some months prior to these meet- 
ings, Dr. Shakespeare, Genera! 
Secretary of the Alliance, came to 
give instruction and advice in re- 


gard to the conduct of these 
gatherings. 
At that time there came to 


Philadelphia a Baptist minister 
who had been the chief secretary 
of the late Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon. In his discussion of 
Spurgeon’s life and of his loyalty 


to Christ, he told this story to 
Dr. Shakespeare and me: 
“One Saturday morning Mr. 


Spurgeon went out for a walk, and 
when he came back, he said to me, 
‘I saw in a shop window down the 
street a can of tobacco, and on it 
a printed card reading: Spurgeon’s 
tobacco. ‘Then he asked me, 
‘When the Lord calls me home, 
shall I be remembered by the 
tobacco I smoked or by the Lord I 
preached? I can never again 
smoke te. the glory of God.’ Im- 
mediately he picked up all of his 
smoking paraphernalia and threw 
it upon the fire. For nine months, 
to the day of his departure to 
glory, he never smoked again.” 

I was myself present when these 
statements were made. It was 
known that Spurgeon suffered 
greatly from gout and he may 
have thought that smoking eased 
the pain. However, in spite of 
this, he had finally come to the 
conclusion that his smoking dis- 
honored the Lord, and had given 
it up.—Good News Broadcaster.

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God Answers Prayer

they can believe that. If they did, 
it occurs to me that they would 
find it easy to believe that God, 
in case of need, could do such 
work nowdays and that if there 
were reason for it, He would do 
jt. 

But leaving this question to 
those concerned, I wish to record 
here my faith that God often- 
times answers our prayers by 
changing the hearts of men; that 
is, He grants us the thing we 
desire by bringing an influence 
to bear on the hearts of individ- 
uals, so that they cease to hinder 
and become helpers toward the 
thing which we rightfully. ask 
from God, which we ask in the 
name of Jesus, which we ask pray- 
ing in the Spirit, which we ask 
having the mind of Christ. 


Abusive Husbands 


I read many years ago of a wife 
who had become a Christian. Her 
husband was one of the coarse, 
loud-mouthed, ill-mannered, inde- 
cent heathen that we occasionally 
find in Christian lands. He object- 
ed to her going to the meetings. 
He threatened that if she did not 
discontinue her interest in her 
soul’s welfare, that he would turn 
her out of the house and she had 
had abundant occasion in a heart- 
broken married life to know that 
he was capable of doing all that 
he threatened. But, deprived of 
most of the comforts of this life, 
she had made up her mind that 
she would not fail of the life 
eternal and so, with many prayers, 
she went steadfastly on. 


At last the time came when 
members were to be received into 
the church where the meetings 
were being held. She had already 
confessed her faith as a Christian; 
she had asked for admission into 
the church. Her demonized hus- 
band said to her during the week 
preceding the Sunday on which 
members were to be received: “Do 
you intend to join the church?” 


She said: “Yes, husband, I do.” 


“Well,” he said, “you under- 
stand that when you join that 
church you go out, of this house.” 


“Yes,” she said, “I understand,” 
and still she waited in heart be- 
fore God and kept waiting. 

At last the day came—Sunday 
morning. They lived some miles 
from the village. She had been 
walking to and from the meetings 
though there were plenty of 
horses and conveyances on the 
premises. 

This Sunday morning early he 
again questioned her as to her 
purpose and she again declared 
her intention of going forward to 
unite with the church. Once more 
he threatened her with banish- 
ment from home should she so do, 
and still once again she declared 
her intention of obeying God rath- 
er than man. He was ill at ease— 
demonized persons are always ill 
at ease. If one possessed by the 
demon of pride, or vanity, or lust, 
or lying, or dishonesty, or any 
other demon, reads these words, 
he shall be my witness. He was ill 
at ease. The sky rebuked him. 
The earth rebuked him. His own 
heart rebuked him. God rebuked 
him and at last, surrendering to 
God, he came into the house and 
said to his wife: “I will have the 
team ready shortly.” The é€vil spir- 
it went out and Christ came in. 


Murders by the War of Lords 


How are we to explain that 
rulers who call themselves Chris- 
tians can grind the faces of mil- 
lions of peasants to build guns 
and warships and rifles and pre- 
pare ammunition and train mil- 
lions of men to kill one another, 
with no cause to kill one another, 
by thousands and tens of thou- 
sands and hundreds of thousands, 
to widow wives, to orphan chil- 
dren, to destroy all the founda- 
tions of moral excellencies among 
the people? How are we to explain 
the fact that these miserable 
enemies of the human race can 
do such things as they are doing 
before our eyes today? 

There is only one explanation. 
They are demonized and why are 
not these demons cast out? Large- 
ly because the preachers to whom 
these men have listened do not 
believe in the miracle-working 
power of God at all. They have 
for fifty or one hundred years 
been teaching that it is impossible 


for God to work miracles, that it 
is impossible that Jesus should 
have been born as the Bible says 
He was. 

They teach it is impossible that 
He should have wrought the 
works which the Bible assigns to 
Him, it is impossible that His 
death should have a redemptive 
character so that He was wounded 
for our transgressions, bruised for 
our iniquities, and that by His 
stripes we should be heale@. They 
have been teaching that it is im- 
possible that He should have risen 
from the dead, that He should 
have ascended quietly from the 
Mount of Olives until clouds re- 
ceived Him out of their sight. All 
these things are declared to be 
impossible by these preachers who 
have been instructing these war 
lords. 


And what is the natural result? 
Precisely what you see before you 
—men who believe. in no God, 
men who believe in the right- 
eousness of wholesale murder and 
Slaughter, who can see men piled 
up with wood between the layers 
of men, the bodies of dear young 
fellows, the kisses of their moth- 
ers yet warm upon their lips, re- 
duced to athes or ground up in 
the mire by the wheels of the 
guns. We shall have more of these 
wars, of course we shall have 
more, until men repent and turn 
to God and unless some way or 
other they come to believe that 
the God who made the world can 
rule it, that the God who made 
man can change the heart of man. 


One of My Fellow Students 


I remember him well—a big 
black-haired, black-eyed fellow, 
kind and honest and true when I 
knew him, yet only a short time 
before a beastly drunkard, terrible 
in fight because of his physical 
strength and _ spiritual reckless- 
ness, so that men were afraid 
when they saw him coming. In a 
camp meeting it was preached 
that God answered prayer, that 
He changed the hearts and lives 
of men, that men who could not 
manage themselves could get God 
to manage them, and he believed 
it and according to his faith it 
was unto him. How beautiful his 
life was as a young man—so clean 
and gentle. It was a glory to God 
to see a human soul so trans- 
formed and he being transformed, 
of course his works were trans- 


formed. He did the things he did’ 


not use to do, and he omitted 
the things in which he formerly 
delighted, and so God is doing 
always. 


I knew of a man whose moral 
life was exemplary in every re- 
spect but one. He was a greedy 
man. He was a member of the 
church. He supported the church, 
but he loved money. He paid 
money to support the church be- 
cause he ruled it, because it en- 
abled him to show his power over 
his bréthrén, and still he gathered 
up and put away. His minister 
went to see him on a sick bed 
and was faithful to him. He said 
to him: “Brother, you are sick 
because you are selfish. If you 
do not get victory over your greed 
and avarice, you will probably die. 
I fear that your very soul is in 
peril. Certainly your life is being 
plost.” The minister went away. 
The sick miser was angry; at the 
same time he was unable to get 
away from the truth. 

There came to his house not a 
great while thereafter a poor mis- 
sionary from China, heart-broken 
with the miseries of the uncounted 
millions, willing to risk his own 
life, to ‘sacrifice his comfort, to 
live an exile from his home and 
friends, if only he could see sal- 
vation for the poor Chinese. He 
knew the reputation of this mi- 
serly church ‘member. He knew 
that there was no human reason 
to suppose that he could receive 
a penny from him. On the other 
hand, he knew that he would be 
welcomed in his house, for it was 
a part of his office as lord of the 
church to take care of guests. 
He was glad to have them in his 
splendid house. They cost him 
nothing, practically, and they 
ministered to his vanity and self- 
conceit. So this poor missionary 
was free to go to the house, and 
having travelled all up and down 
the Atlantic coast, barely receiv- 
ing his travelling expenses, he had 
given his work.

Ordinarily the man did not care 
to hear about such work. He 
liked to talk about himself and 


‘twhat he had done and what he 


was proposing to do, but on this 
occasion he was strangely moved 
to inquire about the work in 
China. The missionary, of course, 
was glad to tell him about the 
experiences of months. The weight 
of the burden on his heart had so 
benumbed him that he did not 
even then have any expectation 
of relief from this source., He 
knew he was welcome to stay, 
that he would have a good room in 
which to sleep and plenty of good 
food to eat, and that was all that 
he expected this man to do for 
him or for the work. 


The evening wore on, and finally 
the rich man drew out a check 
book, filled in a check and signed 
it, blotting it and folding it and 
handing it to the missionary, and 
said to him: “This will help you 
some in your work.” Ten dollars 
for such a cause had been a large 
gift for that avaricious man. The 
missionary was surprised to re- 
ceive anything. He sorely needed 
$25,000 to put up buildings, that 
the workers might be housed and 
that the work might go forward. 
When he reached his room, still 
numbed, almost paralyzed with his 
burden, he opened his check. It 
was a check for $25,000, good in 
any bank in the money world! 
It lifted his load and sent him 
on his way—to bury himself in 
China with a thankful heart. 


God Can Move the Human 
Heart 

People who do not know that 
God can change the hearts of 
other folk are greatly to be pitied. 
People who know that God can do 
this and that He does do this in 
answer to prayer and thus answer 
many other prayers, if they fail 
to exercise this God-given privi- 
lege, are greatly to blame. Who 
of us is there who can plead not 
guilty to the one or the other of 
these infidelities? Some of us do 
not know that God can really 
change the hearts of man. We 
think if they are changed we are 
to change them and beyond doubt,

The rich man in Hell had shame 
and torment. 


I rejoice in the blessed fact that 
Jesus has suffered my shame for 
me upon the cross. Only glory 
awaits all the redeemed. The glory 
of the redeemed is set forth in 
Revelation 7 :13-17: 


“And one of the elders answered, 
saying unto me, What are these 
which are arrayed in white robes? 
and whence came they? And I 
said unto him, Bir thou knowest. 
And he said unto me, These are 
they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their 


"robes, and made them white in 


the blood of the Lamb. Therefore 
are they before the throne of God, 
and serve him day and night in 
his temple: and he that sitteth on 
the -throne shall dwell among 
them. They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more; neither 
shall the sun light on them, nor 
any heat. For the Lamb which is 
in the midst of the throne shall 
feed them, and shall lead them 
unto living fountains of waters: 
and God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes.” 


Ill. Jesus Suffered the Agony 
of Thirst 

In John 19:28: “After this, Je- 
sus knowing that all things were 
now accomplished, that the scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, saith, I 
thirst.” Jesus died thirsty. on- 
ly request Jesus made for Himself 
as He died upon the cross was for 
a drink of water. This one request 
was denied. 


The znost of us have waited at 
the bedside of some dying friend 
or loved one. In every case the 
nurses, with great patience, have 
seen to it that the feverished lips 
of the person dying were moist. 
Through the long hours of the 
night with tender hands the drops 
of water are placed on the tongue 
or lips. A little water in such an 
hour becomes of great value. To 
die thirsty is to die doubly. Qur 
Lord died thirsty. In fact, His lone. 
request for a drink of water was 
so refused that they offered vine- 
gar instead. Unthinkable the pain 
caused by the touching of this 
burning vinegar to the feverished 
lips of Jesus. He suffered the 
agony of thirst that I might have, 
withal, to drink of water with 
eternal satisfaction. Jesus said to 
the woman at the well, “Whoso- 
ever drinketh of the water that I 
shall give him shall never thirst.” 


Not only has my thirst been 
eternally satisfied but we have be- 
come an artesian well flowing with 
living water. In John 7 Jesus 


promised to those who are thirsty 
the privilege of drinking. With 
this invitation to drink also is the 
promise, “... out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water.” This 
spake He of the Holy Ghost. The 
saint who has had his own thirst 
satisfied can now help satisfy the 
thirst of multitudes through the 
“wells” which spring forth from 
himself. 


Note again, in Luke 16 the rich 
man has an unquenchable thirst in 
Hell. In verse 24, “And he cried 
and said, Father Abraham, have 
mercy on me, and send Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my 
tongue; for I am tormented in this 
flame.” In spite of his request, 
there was no water for this lost 
man in Hell. He dies for eternity, 
begging for a drop of water. 

Blessed be the Lord, the day 
shall never be when I shall thirst 
for physical water and much more 
when I shall thirst for the re- 
freshing waters of the Spirit. The 
psalmist declared, “He maketh me 
to lie down in green pastures: he 
leadeth me beside the still wa- 
ters.” We are refreshed daily by 
His presence and are strengthened 
by our constant drinking from the 
“fountain that never shall run 


dry.’ 


IV. Jesus Suffered the Agony 
of Darkness 


In Matthew 27:45, 46, “Now 
from the sixth hour there was 
darkness over‘all the land unto 
the ninth hour. And: about the 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a 
loud voice, saying, . . . My God, 
my God, why hath thou forsaken 
me?” Here is the supernatural 
darkness of Hell which engulfed 
the “whole land.” This darkness 
is not that which we are ac- 
customed to. It is the darkness of 
the pit of Hell. It is the darkness 
of the pit of Hell which was made 
for the Devil and his angels. 

For this period of three hours 
God turns His face from Jesus. 
The Lamb becomes completely for- 
saken of\men and angels. The 
God of all mercy becomes the God 
of judgment and wrath. The com- 
forting Spirit refuses to comfort 
the Lamb as He dies. The minis- 
tering angels, who were on hand 
in Matthew 4 to minister to Jesus 
after the forty days in the wilder- 
ness, are not to be found.to minis- 
ter in the hour that Jesus became 
sin for us. 

Even His earthly disciples have 
departed and forsaken Him. Some 
of whom had solemnly declared 
they would never leave Him or 
forsake Him, yet now they leave

This is the darkness Jude men- 
tions when he reminds us of the 
fallen angels in Jude 6, “And the 
angels which kept not their first 
estate, but left their own habita- 
tion, he hath reserved in everlast- 
ing CHAINS UNDER DARK- 
NESS unto the judgment of the 
great day.” 

It is always a dark day when 
the judgment of God is loosed up- 
on sin and sinners. It was a dark 
day when the death angel passed 
through the land of Egypt. It was 
a dark day when Achan sinned 
and all his house was put to death. 
It was a dark day when Lot was 
found in the cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. It was a dark day when 


} Saul disobeyed God and failed to 


slay all the enemies of Israel. 
It was a dark day when the rich 
man in Luke 16 lift his eyes in 
Hell. The darkest day of judgment 
this world has ever seen was the 
day God judged my sins in His 
Son, the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
darkness of Hell engulfed the 
cross. 


Jesus suffered this darkness 
that I might have the joy of 
walking in the light of life. His 
enduring this darkness places the 
light in my path in every walk 
of life. The psalmist said, “Yea, 
though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, I will fear 
no evil: for thou art with me.” 
I love the light and havg, by His 
work for me on the cross, the 
a®solute assurance of His pres- 
ence with me through time into 
eternity. 

Consider -again the rich man in 
Hell as he suffers in the darkness 
of the abyss. Though he could 
look across the gulf to see Abra- 
ham and Lazarus afar off, yet 
there is no record that he could 
see those around about himself. 
The darkness of Hell isolated the 
rich man. He was chained, as were 
“the fallen angels,” by the dark- 
ness of Hell. 


V. Jesus Suffered the Agony 
of Loneliness 


In the words of the text in verse 
46 of Matthew 27 Jesus sets forth 
the loneliness He suffered on the 
cross. Indeed, He was forsaken of 
God and men. So God had or- 
dained from the foundation of the 
world. All the types and shadows 
in the Old Testament set forth the 
Lamb forsaken and dying alone. 

A few months ago I brought a 
series of messages to my people 
on the Feast Days of the Old 
Testament ritual. There are seven 
such Feasts ordained of the Lord: 
the Feast of the Passover, the 
Feast of the First-fruits, the 
Feast of Weeks, etc. One blessed 
thing I discovered in my study for 
those messages was the period of 
isolation for the lamb before it 
was slain on the Passover Day. 
The day for the Feast of the Pass- 
over was fixed on the fourteenth 
day of the first month. However, 
the lamb to be slain was “put up” 
on the tenth day of the first 
month. For three days the lamb 
was isolated from the rest of the 
herd. It was taken from the flock 
and “faced death alone.” Then on 
the fourteenth day the lamb was 
offered as the Passover lamb. 

I submit, the Lord Jesus was al- 
so isolated from all His followers 
three days before the crucifixion. 
His last days upon this earth were 
faced altogether alone, forsaken 
of all who ought to have remained 
with Him. 

Of the hundreds who were dis- 
ciples of Jesus and who were 
blessed by His earthly ministry, 
none were on hand to stand by in 
the hour of His supreme sacri- 
fice. The twelve disciples fled and 
were not to be found. 

Even the inner-circle of Peter, 
James and John fled and departed. 
We see this period of isolation 
also set forth-in type in Genesis 
22 when Abraham was instructed 
to offer Isaac as a burnt-offering 
to the Lord. In verse 4 we read, 
“Then on the third day Abraham 
lifted up his eyes, and saw the 
place afar off.” It was three days 
after God gave the command to 
Abraham that they came to the 
place of death. It was three days 
after Isaac had departed from his 
mother and from the handmaidens 
and from the servants of his fa- 
ther’s house that they came to 
the “mount of death.” To me this 
is no accident. The Lord is setting 
forth in type even in the first 
book of the Bible the blessed pic- 
ture of the death of His Son, the 
Lamb of God, 


He who talks forever about himself has 
a foolish subject, and is likely to worry 
and weary all around him.—Spurgeon. 


This loneliness was suffered that 
I might have a constant compan- 
ion. He was forsaken that I might 
be adopted into God’s family. He 
suffered the agony of loneliness 
that I might have the blessedness 
of the fellowship of the Spirit and 
angels. The day shall never be 
when I will be alone. In this life, 
in the time of sickness, in the 
hour of death, in the valley of 
disappointment, in the battle of 
temptation, I am assured a “‘very 
present help in time of trouble.” 


Consider again the rich man in 
Hell. He suffers this loneliness. 
There fis none to console him. 
There ‘is none to comfort. There 
is none to offer any help. The 
rich man suffers alone. 


VI, Jesus Suffered the Agony 
of Concern 


In John 19:26 Jesus shows His 
concern for His earthly mother. 
Even in all the suffering and 
agony of the cross He is mindful 
of Mary. He commanded John to 
take her into his home and keep 
her as he would his own mother. 
To me, the fact that this was one 
of the seven words of Jesus from 
the cross demonstrates the burden 
of this agony of concern. 


I have said this to remind you 
of the concern poor lost people 
have even in Hell for those of 
their loved ones who are lost and 
without hope. In Luke 16:27, 28 
the rich man said, “I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou would- 
est send him to my father’s house: 
For I have five brethren; that he 
may testify unto them, lest they 
also come into this place of tor- 
ment.” The rich man wanted no 
reunion in Hell. He wanted none 
from “his father’s house.” 


Souls in .Hell will find this 
agony of concern will increase the 
torment of this place. Mothers in 
Hell tormented with the possibility 
of children coming to Hell also. 
Loved ones in Hell tormented by 
the possibility of members of their 
families coming to Hell. Men are 
often indifferent about their souls 
and the souls of their loved ones 
now, but in Hell they will suffer 
the AGONY OF CONCERN. 


VII. Jesus Suffered the Agony 
of the Second Death 


In Hebrews 2:14 we read, “For- 
asmuch then as the children are 
partakers of flesh and blood, he 
also himself likewise took part of 
the same; that through death he 
might destroy him that hath the 
power of death, that is, the devil.” 
Jesus took upon Himself the seed 
of the woman in order that He 
might taste death for every man. 
He could not have died until and 
unless He became the son of man. 
This He did in order that He could 
die the death of a sinner. 


The text I gave at the beginning 
of this message from II Corin- 
thians 5:21 is at this moment sa- 
credly true: “For he hath made 
him to be sin for us, who knew 
no sin; that we might be made 
the righteousness of‘ God in him.” 
Jesus at Calvary takes upon Him- 
self the sin of all sinners and pays 
the sin-debt. He satisfies the 
righteous demand of God’s holy 
law. He recéives the wrath of God 
in our place and in our stead. 


When He died He tasted the 
“second death” for the trusting 
sinner. He allowed the wrath of 
Hell to become His portion. No 
sinner in Hell, even the rich man, 
ever suffered more hell than did 
Jesus on the cross. All these 
things which Jesus suffered on the 
cross are but the suffering of poor 
lost sinners in Hell. The separa- 
tion,‘ the shame, the thirst, the 
darkness, the loneliness, the con- 
cern, and the “tasting of death” 
are a picture of my hell which 
Jesus suffered on the cross. 

Had He not willingly died, I 
would have had to pay the sin- 
debt myself. Had He not gladly 
received the curse of sin, I would 
have had to receive the curse my- 
self. However, since He suffered, 
bled and died, I am, therefore, 
free from the curse of sin by ac- 
cepting Him as a substitute. 

As I consider Calvary, I see the 
sinner’s Hell in review. 1 turn 
rfrom this scene to lift my eyes 
Heavenward to bless the name of 
Jesus and to praise the God and 
Father of Jesus for His ‘“‘unspeak- 
able gift” in the person of His 


Son, Jesus.

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Andrew Wins Peter 
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He will draw near to you. He 
wants you. God isn’t far off from 
anybody. And so Andrew went 
with Jesus and that fixed it. He 
put his trust in Him; he learned 
to know Him and trtsted Him 
personally ag his Saviour. 


Andrew Faced the Fact That 
Peter Was a Lost Sinner 


Notice another thing about 
Andrew. He knew his brother Pe- 
ter was a lost sinner. Now I am 
sure he loved Peter, that he had 
great respect for him. Andrew 
may have been the younger broth- 
er. He at least was the mildest, 
the more soft-spoken. He didn’t 
talk as loud, didn't have the lead- 
ership his brother Peter had, I 
suppose Andrew knew Peter was 
an old profane, swearing, cursing 
fisherman. I know that he had 
been that because later when 
temptation came, when he got 
cold and backslidden, he fell into 
the old sin- and cursed and swore 
again. But that was only a little 
thing—I mean little beside a 
black heart. The fact you did 
some particular sin may be bad. 
It is much worse that that sin 
came out of a black, sinful heart 
that is an alien from God, es- 
tranged from God. And Andrew 
knew Peter was a poor, lost sin- 
ner. 

Listen! Don’t try to get anyone 
saved until you get your mind 
made up that men are lost with- 
out God. If you think people, by 
being good and nice, don’t need 
to be saved, you can’t get any- 
body saved. If you think the only 
people who need to be born again 
are down on Skid Row—those who 
drink and take dope and are crim- 
inals and have broken homes and 
some are vagrants—then you are 
not equipped to get anybody sav- 
ed. You don’t know what this is 
all about. The plain, simple truth 
is that all men and women every- 
where are poor, lost sinners un- 
til they come to know Jesus Him- 
self and trust Him, and until the 
Spirit of God comes and changes 
their hearts and makes them. chil- 


dren of God: that is, until they 
are, in the language of Jesus to 
Nicodemus, “born again.” So 
Andrew knew that Peter was a 


poor, lost sinner. 

I talked to a boy about twelve 
whose mother said, “Oh, he is a 
good boy. He doesn’t need to be 
saved. He is a good boy.” Well, 
he may have been a good boy 
by our standards, and you may 
be a good man by your own stand- 
ards, and your wife may be a 
good wife by your standards, but 
nobody is good by God’s standards 
until God makes them good inside. 

I talked once to a woman about 
her husband who was openly un- 
converted. He didn’t claim he had 
trusted Christ. She said, “Oh, he 
is such a good man. He is so nice 
to me, such a good neighbor.” 

I said, “‘No, he is not a good 
man. That is what is wrong with 
him. He is a bad man with a bad 
heart. He needs to’be born again.” 
Beware of letting your personal 
affection or your personal respect 
keep you from knowing that your 


loved one, your neighbor, your 
boy, your girl is a poor, lost sin- 
ner. Often we do not realize that. 

Dr. Bob Shuler, so many years 


pastor of that Trinity Methodist 
Church in Los Angeles, tells this 
remarkable story: 

“When I was a boy preacher 
in Virginia, in the days when the 
little mining towns were literally 
alive with vice and immorality, 
when every payday saw murders 
and terrible crimes of every 
variety, I recall that late one 
afternoon a woman called me, 
asking if I would. come to a cer- 
tain street and pray with a dying 
girl. I immediately recognized the 
address as the very heart of the 
red-light district of that mining 
village. She said this girl could 
not live until morning and was 
calling for a-preacher, I told her 
I would come. 

“T called a fine old man, pos- 
sibly eighty years of age, asking 
him if he would go with me on 
this journey. He agreed. His love- 
ly granddaughter, still in her 
teens, alWays played the little 
organ in the church at the eve- 
ning services. It was night when 
we walked up the old board side- 
walk. The vile women of the cribs 
and rooms along the way were 
in their doors, inviting men to 
come in. It was a terrible sight. 


I saw a Negro man and a white 
woman, with their arms about 
each other, reel drunkenly down 


‘the sidewalk. The language was 


filthy. It was my first experience 
in such an environment. We found 
the house. 

“The girl was dying’. with 
tuberculosis. She was wasted and 
spent, yet beautiful. She told a 
pitiful story. I urged her to save 
her fast-going strength. But she 
was bent on telling me how she 
had been betrayed by one she 
loved and then disowned by her 
own mother. The old saint I had 
brought along wept. We both 
prayed by her bedside. She prayed. 
We remained possibly an hour or 
more. She said that as best she 
could she had surrendered to Je- 
sus as her Saviour and Lord. Her 
profession of -faith seemed 
genuine. Her only trouble seemed 
to be that she could scarcely be- 
lieve that Jesus would save one 
who had come to her place and 
condition. I told her the stories of 
the woman at the well of MWchar, 
of Mary Magdalene, of the thief 
on the cross. There was hope in 
her eyes. I quoted the ‘whosoevers.’ 
I tried to make it plain—this 
beautiful path of mercy and for- 
giveness. 

“And I am as sure as I am 
sure I live to preach this gospel 
that if that poor penitent child, 
with her wasted cheeks wet with 
her tears, gave Jesus her heart 
that night, she is in a beautiful 
Heaven even now and her heart 
is exultant with joy and praise. 

“As the old man and I walked 
back down the board sidewalk, 
the vile picture of a few hours 
before had quadrupled. I confess 
that there came over me a kind 
of sickness. Suddenly I stopped 
and faced the man who walked 
with me. ‘Brother,’ I said, ‘did you 
ever think of your beautiful little 
granddaughter, who plays’. the 
organ down at the church, living 
forever in a place like this and 
associating forever with people 
like these?’ 

“For a moment I thought the 
old fellow would strike me. He 
turned deadly white. It was not 
terror. He went mad. 

“*What do you mean by that?’ 
he almost hissed. 

“*T mean that I talked with her 
only this week and she told me 
that she was not a Christian, that 
she had never accepted Jesus 
Christ as her personal Saviour. If 
I know the Book and understand 
the gospel message and the plan 
of salvation and the destiny of 
those who will not take Jesus as 
Saviour and Lord, this is a kind 
of picture of the eternal abode of 
the lost, its comradeships, its sur- 
roundings, its associations.’ 

“The old man was -pathetic, 
standing there in the night. He 
did not answer. He walked silent- 
ly down the walk. We turned and 
went by his home. He opened the 
gate and passed through without 
speaking to me again that evening. 

“The next Sunday night the 
little granddaughter was at the 
organ in the opening of the serv- 
ice. The old man sat in his place. 
I preached and made the call. 
Someone else played the organ 
in the after service, as the old 
man walked across to that beauti- 
ful girl, her eyes brimming with 
tears, and they came side by side 
to the altar. He was taking no 
more chances. He had seen the 
picture. I wonder if we believe 
this text, these words of the Mas- 
ter, this story that He gave us, 
this truth that He proclaimed. 
How can we sleep at night with 
our loved ones and friends lost 
about us, if indeed we believe it?” 

Now you had just as well face 
this, that your loved ones are lost 
if they have not been converted. 
Well, Andrew knew that. 


Andrew Went to Seek Peter 


He went to find him. That is 
the way it is in the Bible. “He 
first findeth his own _ brother 
Simon.” In the same chapter we 
find that Jesus “findeth Philip.” 
In this same chapter “Philip find- 
eth Nathanael.” That is a great| 
principle about soul winning—go 
look for them. 

After I preached on soul win- 
ning in Dallas, a noble good 
woman said, “You are.right, and 
I am going to try to be a soul 
winner. If I happen to see any- 
body this afternoon who is not 
saved, I will try to get them 


saved.” 

“Well,” I said, “that is a good 
idea, but I am afraid you won't 
succeed,” 

“Why not?” she asked. “Be- 
cause soul winning isn’t a happen 
so. You do that on purpose, You 
go after them.” 

“He first findeth his own broth- 
er Simon.” 

That is the way it was in Acts 
59:42 when Peter and John were 
beaten and after their arrest they 
had been commanded to speak 
no more in the name of Jesus, 
and they came back “rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suf- 
fer shame for his name. And daily 
in the temple, and in every house, 
they ceased not to teach and 
preach Jesus Christ.” That is it— 
in every house. 

In Luke 14 we find the servant 
went out to get guests to the 
supper and he went to some al- 
ready invited. And the master 
said, “Go quickly into the streets 
and lanes of the city and bring 
in hither the poor and the halt 
and the lame and the blind. 

He said, “Lord, all right, I have 
done that. Now what?” 

The master said, ““Then, get out 
in the country and every country 
road, and every farm house and 
renter’s~shack. This time, compel 
them to come in that my house 
may be filled.” 

That is it—going after them. 
Oh, if we would only go get 
people, we can get them saved. 

He went and found his brother. 


Andrew First Witnessed 
at Home 


Did you notice that Andrew be- 
gan with his own brother? That 
is the way it was in Bible times. 

There was a Canaanitish woman 
who came to Jesus. “O Lord 
Jesus, thou son of David, have 
mercy on me for my daughter, 
for she is grievously vexed with 
a devil.” God would rather hear 
you pray for your own daughter, 
it may be, than some stranger’s 
daughter. 

There was the man who brought 
his devil-possessed son, who -had 
a deaf and dumb spirit, and he 
said to Jesus, in Mark 9, “If thou 
canst do any thing, have compas- 
sion on us, and help us.” He 
brought his own son, and Jesus 
cast out the devil. There are many 
other cases: Mary and Martha 
were so concerned they sent for 
Jesus when Lazarus. died. They 
prayed and Jesus raised Lazarus 
from the dead. Well, that is God’s 
plan. We ought to begin with our 
own. 

The Gadarene demoniac, out of 
whom Jesus cast a legion of devils, 
said, “Jesus, will you let me go 
with you? These others don’t 
care. They would rather have their 
hogs. They were sad because two 
thousand hogs were drowned, and 
they would rather have them than 
have me pure and healed and sane. 
Jesus, may I go with you?” 

“No,” Jesus said, “go back to 
your father’s house and tell them 
how great things the Lord hath 
done for you and has had compas- 
sion on you.” Go back to your 
own folks, Jesus said. 

In the Great Commission Jesus 
said, “Go into all the world... 
beginning at Jerusalem.” Begin 
where you are; begin with your 
own family; begin with your own 
children. The tender affection one 
has for his -own-—God uses that. 

I once said to a mother, “Why 
don’t you get your little girl sav- 
ed?”’ The girl was ten years old, 
in the fourth or fifth grade. 

The mother said, “Well, my 
little girl loves me so much. I have 
so much influence over her—I 
hate to use that. I don’t want to 
bring pressure on her.” 

To which I replied, “Would you 
bring pressure on her to keep her 
from lying or stealing or getting 
drunk?” 

She looked at me shocked and 
said, “Of course!” 


“Then why wouldn’t you use 
all of a mother’s tender influence 
to keep her out of Hell? What do 
you think God gives a mother in- 
fluence over her child for?” 


She began to weep, and that 
night she brought. the little girl, 
and the girl was ready to trust 
Christ as Saviour. 


A man. came to a revival cam- 
paign at Dallas, Texas, and in a 
preliminary prayer meeting this 
man sobbed, “Oh, my boy! He is 
here tonight, sixteen —years old! 
I don’t think I can go on if he 
doesn’t get saved. I want you to 


pray with me about him.” That|’ 


boy was saved that night. 


Yes, let’s go get our brothers! 
Go get your own children. Go get 
your own loved ones. Wife, go 
tell your husband tonight that he 
is dearer to you than anybody 
else in the world and you want 
to see him saved. You know the 
tender affection of a loved one. 
That’s why that rich man in Hell, 
as Jesus told us in Luke, chapter 
16, cried-out and said, ‘Somebody 
go warn my five brothers. I don’t 
want them to come to this place 
of torment.’ That brotherly af- 
fection—God wants to use that. 
You can bring your own loved 
ones like Andrew brought Peter. 


Sinners Just Need to Come 
to Jesus 


He brought him to Jesus. 
Andrew said, “I have found the 
Saviour, the Messiah. He is the 
one talked about in the Old Testa- 
ment, the Saviour pictured in all 
the sacrifices, the one promised 
in all the prophecies. I have found 
the Saviour myself.” Oh, if you 
have found Him and you know 
Him, it is not so hard to bring 
someone else. I hope you will say, 
“I am going to go get somebody. 

Notice that Andrew didn’t get 
Peter to join a church; he didn’t 
urge him to be baptized; he didn’t 
insist on his learning the cate- 
chism. Maybe all that later, cer- 
tainly Peter was baptized later. But 
the thing now is that .Peter put 
his personal trust in Jesus. What 
he needs is just td come to Jesus. 
For you or for anybody, come to 
Jesus. And you may bring some- 
one, 


Wili you get somebody to listen 
to our broadcast ‘next Sunday?
